Millet is a quick-growing annual, and is mostly useful as a 
catch crop for hay. It may be sown as late as the last of July, 
after some early crop has been removed; or it may be sown in 
spring, after danger of frost is past, and harvested in time for 
a fall sown crop.

Study your soil, and feed it systematically; it is the source of wealth. 


The problem of fertility is an important one 
to the farmer and gardener, and is one which 
requires study and experience. No hard and 
fast rules can be laid down for fertilizing, for 
soils differ so greatly. The soil in different 
parts of one farm, or even in one field, may be 
entirely different, and require different treat- 
ment. The farm should not be considered just 
so much land on which to plant seeds and 
harvest such crops as it happens to produce. 
There is even more opportunity for the farmer 
to care for and feed his soil to get best results 
than there is for the careful dairyman to care 
for.and feed his cows to produce the greatest 
possible milk yield. The same conditions pre- 
vail. Both should be kept in the pink of condi- 
tion physically, and fed the correct foods in 
sufficient quantities toproducedesired results. 

Most soils naturally contain all of the neces- 
sary ingredients for fertility, but one or more 
of the ingredients may be in insufficient quan- 
tities or unavailable form; or the soil may not 
be in good physical condition; or, from con- 
tinuous cropping, one or more of the ingredi- 
ents may have become exhausted. In any case 
the land may be made productive, and it is not 
necessary to continue to waste time, labor and 
expense producing inferior crops. It costs 
practically as much to produce a poor crop as 
a good one. Profits depend upon the amount 
and quality of the crop. 

Almost any soil, if properly treated, may be 
made fertile; no soil is so fertile that it will 
not become exhausted if cropped year after 
year without replacing the plant foods which 
are removed by the crops. s 

To be fertile, soil must be in good physical 
condition, contain the correct amount of moist- 
ure, and must contain a sufficient amount of 
nitrogen, phosphoric acid, and potash, and they 
must be in available form. A chemical analy- 
sis is of little use to determine what is needed 
to make a soil fertile. The only way to ascer- 
tain what’fertilizer will produce best results at 
least expense is by experimenting with various 
fertilizers, in various combinations, on small 
areas, and noting the effects. In the absence 
of information gained by experience, it is al- 
ways safe to provide sufficient of all three of 
the vital fertilizing elements, but that may 
not be the most economical way, for it may be

in proper condition. If the soil is sour, the 
acid must be neutralized by applying ground 
lime rock or air-slaked lime before fertilizers 
would have any beneficial effect. If it lacks 
humus, or decaying vegetable matter, it must 
be supplied by plowing under stable manure, 
sod, or a crop of clover, vetch, peas, or other 
vegetable matter. The land may be wet, in 
which case it must be drained before fertilizers 
will make it produce satisfactory crops. 

The form of fertilizer to apply depends upon 
which is available, which will produce best 
results, and which is the most economical. 
Few farms, except stock farms where food is 
purchased in large quantities, produce enough 
manure to replace the plant foods which are 
removed from the soil, for every pound of 
produce sold from the farm contains a certain 
amount of those ingredients. Stable manure 
is not correctly balanced for most soils, for it 
contains a suiplus of nitrogen, and should be 
balanced by adding phosphoric acid and potash. 
Stable manure also contains large quantities 
of weed seeds which are liable to cause trou- 
ble; also, the cost of hauling and applying is 
often excessive. One hundred pounds of com- 
plete mixed fertilizer contains more fertiliz- 
ing ingredients than a ton of manure.

The Successful Raising of Good Chicks Depends Upon Correct Feeding 

In choosing a ration for baby chicks, we must remember that they are infants and that 
their digestive organs are extremely delicate. We cannot expect them to thrive upon foods 
which are unsuitable. The food must be easily digested, must not contain anything that will 
be irritating, and must contain the correct elements to build bone, muscle, blood and feathers 
| without forcing or fattening. 

With modern methods of raising chicks in large numbers it is quite essential that the 
method of feeding be simplified to reduce labor and expense. To accomplish this, poultrymen 
have generally adopted mash foods in connection with grain toods : 

Lilly’s Holly Chick Food and Lilly’s High Protein Chick Mash are prepared with these facts 
uppermost in mind. They are intended to be fed in conjunction, and the combination, with the 
addition of succulent green food, chick size Crystal Grit, and plenty of fresh water, makes a 
complete balanced ration properly constituted toproduce best results in developing young chicks. 
No other suitable ration can be more convenient or economical. No preparation is necessary; no 
mixing, cooking, or muss; and no other foods except those mentioned should be supplied. 

Holly Chick Food is the grain portion of the ration. Until the chicks learn to hunt for it, 
it should be fed in a shallow dish; later it should be scattered in a litter where they will scratch 
for it like their little live depend upon finding every particle. It should be fed three or four times 
a day.

If preferred, it may be moistened slightly with water or milk, but it should be moist- 
ened only enough to make it crumbly. It must not be wet or sticky, and must not be sour or 
musty. This food contains sufficient animal matter, and it is not necessary to supply addi- 
tional meat. 

These foods should be supplied from the time the chicks are first fed, when they are thirty- 
six to forty-eight hours old, until they are five or Six weeks old, when they should be changed 
to Growing Food and Growing Mash. 

The raising of chicks is a simple matter when this system is followed, and, if other condi- 
tions are right, a very large percentage of husky, robust chicks will be raised to maturity. 
Much depends upon the care and feeding of chicks during the first six weeks of their lives. If 
they become stunted or weakened by incorrect feeding, faulty brooding, damp, filthy or draughty 
quarters, or by lice or mites, they are not worth raising. To be profitable, they must be prop- 
erly hatched, from good stock, and must be kept healthy and grow- 
ing without a check. Lice and mites must not be tolerated. The 
house must be clean, dry, light, airy, and without draughts. The 
chicks should be kept active by being compelled to scratch in a 
deep litter for their grain food. They should be supplied an abun- 
dance of green food such as lettuce, cabbage, chard, kale, ete. 
Water should be renewed frequently, and not allowed to become 
warm and dirty.

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PREPARING POULTRY FOR MARKET 


An Opportunity for Considerable Profit that is Neglected in the Northwest 


There is a general opinion among poultry- 
men that it does not pay to produce fine table 
poultry in this part of the country; but that is 
only partly true. We would not advise enter- 
ing into a strictly market poultry business, but 
every utility poultryman has young cockerels 
and old hens to dispose of, and they should be 
made to produce profits. Much is lost by mar- 
keting poultry in poor condition. Bone, mus- 
cle and feathers are the most expensive parts 
of a bird; when these have been produced, 
flesh may be added at small expense by correct 
feeding. 

At least two weeks before the birds are to 
be marketed they should be confined in crates 
or pens where exercise will be very limited. 
The food to which they have been accustomed 
should be gradually changed to a fattening 
food, and the quantity increased until they are 
getting all that they will eat. The more that 
they can be induced to eat the greater will be 
the profit. Food that is ideal for growth of 
bone and muscle, or production of eggs, is not 
at all satisfactory as a fattening diet. The 
fattening food should consist of a variety of 
grains of a carbonaceous nature, mixed, and 
ground to a fine meal. This meal should be 
made into a soft mash; mixed with butter-milk

Considering the start given to a colony of bees by 
the judicious use of comb foundation, the satisfaction 
of having nice straight combs to handle, and the 
power to restrain by its use the overproduction of 
drones, there is no question in regard to the advisa- 
bility of using it. 

Medium Brood Foundation is recommended for 
use in brood frames and extracting frames only. 

If your object in using brood foundation is only 
to secure straight combs, and you wish to accomplish 
that as cheaply as possible, a strip one inch wide and 
1614 inches long, securely fastened in the center of 
the top-bar, will be sufficient. The objection to this 
plan is that the bees will often build a considerable 
amount of drone comb, which should be removed 
and replaced with worker comb. 

To overcome this difficulty many bee-keepers usc 
full sheets of foundation, as they are then reasonably 
sure of securing nice, straight, all-worker comb. 

As a set of brood combs will last many years, it is 
worth while to have them as perfect as possible. 

In using full sheets of foundation we advise wiring 
the frames. Wired combs will not break down in 
hot weather, when colonies are moved, or when honey 
is extracted from them. 

To obtain satisfactory combs it is absolutely neces- 
sary to have the hives stand level sidewise. 

Full sheets of Light Brood Foundation should be 
used only when the frames are wired. 

Thin Surplus and Extra Thin Surplus Foundation 
is used in the production of comb honey and as a 
starter in the sections. If you wish to use only a 
narrow starter in the sections we recommend the use 
of Thin Surplus. If you use a full starter, as shown 
in Fig. 3, we recommend the use of Extra Thin 
Surplus. 


Fig. 1 shows a section with three-cornered starter 
at top and a very narrow starter, one-half inch, at 
the bottom. 

Fig. 2 shows another form of starter commonly 
used, and for which we recommend the use of Thin 
Surplus Foundation. 

Fig. 3 is the one referred to abceve, and for which 
Extra Thin Surplus Foundation is recommended. As 
shown, the section is provided with a narrow bottom 
starter of about five-eighths of an inch, and a full 
top starter reaching to within about one-quarter of 
an inch of the bottom starter. This method is con- 
sidered the most desirable of any.
